Yet 
they remain in their capital city, where 
the Asiatic plague is raging. Instead of 
removing themselves beyond the reach of 
the pestilence, our dispatches tell us that 
they are visiting the hospitals and in- 
specting the arrangements made for the 
treatment of the sufferers. The czar and 
the czarina, disregarding the protests of 
their courtiers and ministers, go into the 
cholera wards, and, bending over the sick 
beds, speak words of consolation and 
encouragement to the patients. 

Say what you will about these sover- 
elgns, they exhibit in their lives and con- 
duct some of the noblest qualities of the 
few really great rulers whose mighty 
names shine out like beacon lights in the 
World's history. 

This exposure to danger is not mere 
recklessness—it proceeds from a lofty 
sense of duty. These imperial Samaritans 
know how powerful is the influence of 
example. They know that when persons 
in their high positions confront the 
scourge with calm courage and resigna- 
tion, fightingitevery step of the way, but 
prepared for the worst, and extending a 
helping hand to the sufferers around them, 
others will gain new hope and resolution, 
and will face their fate, dying, if they 
must die, in a work of love and charity 
among their fellow men. 

We do not say that this atones for the 
horrors of Siberia, and for long years of 
despotism, but it shows that these Rus- 
sian autocrats are living up to their con- 
ception of their duties and obligations. 
They believe that they rule by divine 
right, and they have been educated to be- 
lieve that an iron paternalism’ is best for 


their people who are not fit for self- 


government, but when a great calamity

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Turning aside from politics to profes- 
sional, financial and business circles, we 
venture the declaration that, in nine cases 
out of ten, the leading lawyers, capitalists 
and merchants of our cities came either 
from the country or from small towns.

His life in 
the fields and woods has given him the 
habit of close observation, and his work 
has made him attentive to matters of 
detail, When he goes to the city, people 
think, at first, that he is muddled and 
stupid. They are mistaken—the boy is 
simply observing the new features of his 
new life, and, after a while, he compre- 
hends and grasps the whole situation, 
with a better understanding of the rela- 
tions of things than men have when they 
have grown up among brick walls, too 
busy to think for themselves. 

It is natural that such young men as 
we have described should succeed in the 
city, but we feel tempted to say that all 
of them cannot succeed, because there is 
no room for so many. In this age we 
hear a great deal about overproduction. 
This applies to men, just as much as it 
applies to cotton and merchandise. In 
Atlanta, for instance, there are 145 law- 
yers, presumably living by their profes- 
sion. Now, it is safe to say that the 
doubling of this number next year, taking 
it for granted that the newcomers were 
competent men, would greatly injure the 
business of our lawyers, and reduce their 
incomes. And the same result would fol- 
low in any other occupation, if too 
may men sought employment. 

But, enough of this for the present. 
We deplore the wholesale drift from the 
country to the citites, but we recognize 
the fact that, in the future, as in the 


past, the great intellectual and spiritual 


forces, that shape our civilization will

The highways around Rome are the 
pride of the county, and it is to be hoped 
that the example of this progressive com- 
munity will be followed elsewhere. The 
work of grading and macadamizing a 
good system of county roads would keep 
our convicts employed for generations to 
come. Employed in this manner, their 
labor would enrich the people of the 
whole state, by giving them better facill- 
ties of travel and transportation, saving

Two Young Women Swallow Morphine 
on the Streets and Wait tor Death. 
A Narrow Escape. 


Two of Atlanta’s unfortunate women 
endeavored to end their lives of shame 
by taking morphine yesterday. A 

They swallowed the drug on the street, 
and were fast dying from its effects when 
Uncle Jimmie Parish, the veteran police- 
man, found them and carried them to the 
pdlice station. There medical assistance 
was quickly summoned, and, by prompt 
attention, the women were in a measure 


restored. 

One of the women is yet in a precarious 
condition, and may, die. 

Fifteen minutes before swallowing the 
deadly drug, the two women had been 
fined in police court. Poor, 
wretches that they were, they begged for a 
suspension of the sentence. ‘They had 
no money and did not want to go to the 
stockade. Recorder Calhoun bore in mind 
the precedent from a higher tribunal 
where the Judge wrote a verdict of acquit- 
tal for a fallen woman, just like these, 
and he allowed them to go on the promise 
that they would get the money. 
hey left the courtroom in despair. Just 
before that the usual. notice to 
get new quarters had been handed them 
by a policeman, their failure to do so to 
be visited by the usual penalty. The wo- 
men were driven to desperation—a despera- 
tion so hopeless and utter that it was tragic 
to look upon. They went by a drug store 
and bought some morphine, ten grains 
each. They both decided to end their lives 
together and die on the street as befitted 
their desperate conditions. The women 
were Annie Moore and Lula McManaman, 
two young women who have been occupy- 
ing a resort on Marietta street for some 
time. Just a few short months ago Lula 
McManaman went astray and there was 
hope for her rescue and there was hope 
for her recovery. Mrs. Brittan tool the 
girl and placed her where she could be re- 
formed.

And then, on the lower confines of the 
county, at the beautiful little town of Oliver, 
Professor Edwin H. Johnson, who has re- 
cently come here from New Tork, is putting 
new life into school matters, and ‘will soon 
issue an attractive catalogue setting forth 
the advantages of Oliver.as an educational 
center. It must be remembered that all 
these schools have a large number of board- 
ing scholars, drawn from this and various 
other counties. Besides those that have been 
mentioned, our numerous other schools are 
well taught and well attended, and our whole 
county, we may say, is marching forward in 
unbroken ranks toward higher and broader 
education. It is refreshing and encouraging 
to know and think about these things at a 
time when we read so much about. turmoil 
and division among the people.
